Khrushchev, Molotov 
Cast Votes In Election 


as premier, 
“Yos, Vvt 


MOSCOW (API-Two fallen 
leaders—Nikita Khrushchev and 
V.M. Molotov— were among the 
voters Sunday as the usual big 
turnout elected the unopposed 
candidate« for the Soviet Parlia­ 
ment. 
Khrushchev, 72, thinner and 
more subdued than in his last 
public appearance 15 months 
ago, smiled as he cast his ballot 
for the man who replaced him 
Alexei N. Kosygin, 
v* been ill,” Khru­ 
shchev told newsmen, “but ev­ 
eryone get* HI now and thro.” 
The former premier and Com­ 
munist party chief waa hospi­ 
talized last summer for kidney 
trouble. 
His wife added that he “Is 
feeling very well now.” 
Khrushchev’s appearance at a 
Moscow polling tooth was clear­ 
ly arranged by Communist offi­ 
cials to show the world that he 
is alive and healthy — unlike 
the victims of Stalin's purges. 
Molotov, 76, former premier 
and foreign minister under Stal­ 
in, also surfaced from obscurity 
to vote at another Moscow poll­ 
ing station. Once known for his 
granite visage at international 
conferences, he was smiling as 
he left the station with his wife. 
Khrushchev ousted him from 
power in 1167 but let him live a 


relatively free, comfortable life 
of retirement out of the public 
eye. Molotov told newsmen he 
was 
feeling “not 
bad” 
and 
spends his time “working and 
writing.” 
As in the past, more than 99 
per cent of the 140 million regis­ 
tered voters over 18 were ex 
pected to cast ballots for the 
p a r t y approved candidates. 
Both the election and the parlia­ 
ment itself are largely ceremo­ 
nial, designed to show support 
for the Communist party’s rule. 
In his previous public appear­ 
ance in March 1965. to vote in 
local Moscow elections, Khru­ 
shchev took off his hat and 
waved to an applauding crowd, 
joked with a clerk and re­ 
sponded to the warm reception 
with tears in his eyes. 
Sunday he kept his hat on un­ 
til he was inside, did not wave 
and left dry-eyed with a sligh* 
wave of the hand to about 100 
persons including newsmen and 
nlainclothes police. Only one 
Russian — a middle-aged, shah 
bily dressed man — applauded 
Asked what he has been doing 
in retirement. Khrushchev said: 
"I read. I like reading very 
much. I go for walks and I read 
the newspapers.” He added, 
later, “No. I don’t intend to 
write memoirs.”

Ev ery bod y has been ru shin g in with id eas 
abou t tak in g the stin g ou t of in v olu n tary mili­ 
tary serv itu d e by stin gin g on e an d all alik e, 
on the absu rd assu mption that misery lov es 
compan y so mu ch that ev ery bod y wou ld be 
happier if ev ery bod y cou ld be mad e more 
miserable. 
.B u t san er head s are still with u s, fortu n ately . 
Where wou ld the mon ey come from to pay all 
y ou n g men an d women in gov ern men t serv ice? 
What cou ld be fou n d for them to d o that wou ld 
$)t tu rn in to a fan tastic boon d oggle, which is 


alway s the resu lt of bu sy -work u n d er gov ern ­ 
men t au spices? 
Who imagin e*, moreov er, that ex emption s 
still wou ld n ot in fu riate critics of in v olu n tary 
gov ern men t serv ice? There wou ld be all k in d s 
of ex emption s. There wou ld hav e to be to main ­ 
tain the civ ilian econ omy an d to av ert swamp­ 
in g the fed eral establishmen t.

As it work s here n ow, the two-party sy s­ 
tem con sists of a majority party that mak es 
all the d ecision s an d possesses all the first-han d 
in formation an d a min ority party that sits in 
the d istan t bleachers an d jeers the play ers, the 
u mpires an d ev en the in d ign ity of its own 
fu tility . 
By all mean s the White Hou se shou ld hold 
con gression al briefin gs on Viet Nam. Amon g 
other ben efits, it might learn more abou t what 
it is d oin g, if it tried to ex plain itself to a loy al 
opposition d ay in an d d ay ou t. The ben efit 
wou ld be mu tu al.

Amish bu ggies feared an 
after-d ark en cou n ter with on e of these spid ery 
v ehicles. 
Belated ly , the Amish were requ ired to mak e 
their bu ggies v isible after d ark with a lan tern 
equ ipped with a red reflector that cou ld be seen 
by the d riv er of an au to closin g in from the 
rear; i.e., a tail-light. It happen ed ju st in time 
to k eep trav elin g Amishmen from bein g wiped 
ou t.

For man y a n ew u n ion ist — most of them in 
their 20s or early 30s — there is n othin g sacred 
bu t the sweet in cen se of afflu en ce. 
As they see it, there are n o v ital serv ices that

tain ed for the pu blic — n ot 
hospitals, n ot firefightin g, n ot 
pu blic n u rsin g, n ot operation 
^of gas an d electric u tilities. 
The Atlan ta, Ga., firefight­

| The firemen there called it a 
mass resign ation — bu t call it 
what y ou will, it is sy mpto-

matic

which equ ates the operation of a hospital or a 
su bway sy stem with tha1 of a steel plan t or 
lu mber mill. 
Sin ce the n ew mood d oes n ot recogn ize an y 
pu blic serv ice as essen tial, man y gov ern ors 
n ow are seek in g the perfect labor law — 
on e which prev en t strik es by pu blic employ es 
bu t which wou ld n ot politically an tagon ize their 
u n ion s. 


Obv iou sly it simply is n ot en ou gh to write n o­ 
strik e pled ges in to the u n ion agreemen ts. 


JUST AS OBVIOUSLY, state an d local offi­ 
cials who regu larly mu st face the electorate 
thin k n ot of what they can d o for the pu blic, 
bu t of what the organ ized pressu re grou ps can 
d o to them on Election Day . Otherwise, as has 
been su ggested by man y eru d ite labor relation s 
theorists, there are sev eral simple solu tion s. 
On e is the trad ition al fed eral gov ern men t pol­ 
icy — an d law — with which the pu blic is n ot 
familiar. 


Fed eral employ es mu st sign an affid av it n ot 
to strik e or to join u n ion s whcih d o n o reject- 
the right to strik e again st the gov ern men t. The 
pu n ishmen t for v iolation of this oath — or at 
least so say s the law — can be a y ear an d a 
d ay in prison . The break k in g of this law is a 
crimin al, n ot civ il, act, an d the fu ll sen ten ce 
d epriv es the offen d er of his civ il right:» . 
This is harsh. Bu t mu ch harsher is the im­ 
pact on whole cities where the pu blic u til­ 
ity an d essen tial serv ice work ers hav e stru ck . 
Man y an ex pert believ es that the solu tion for 
city 
an d 
state 
gov ern men t lies in n ew 
laws which wou ld pu n ish the u n ion s an d the 
u n ion officials — an d n ot the ran k an d file— 
for callin g illegal strik es or shu ttin g d own v ital 
serv ices. 
Not too lon g ago on e of the lead ers of the 
stran glin g New York City tran sit strik e was 
ask ed priv ately if there wou ld hav e been a su b­ 
way an d bu s stoppage if the cou rts cou ld hav e 
fin ed the labor lead ers person ally an d the u n ion 
head qu arters treasu ry as well. The reply was a 
qu ick "n o!” 
Su ch a law wou ld be equ itable. 


NEW YORKERS lost hu n d red s of million s of 
d ollars d u rin g the tran sit parily sis. Matu re 
u n ion s, su ch as Bill Bu ck ’s AFL-CIO In tern a­ 
tion al Association of Fire Fighters, n ot affiliated 
with the in d epen d en t Atlan ta u n ion , con d emn 
strik es an d hav e told me they wou ld n ev er 
leav e a city u n protected . 
On e n ation al u n ion presid en t, crack in gly u p- 
to-the-min u te aware of the Dorian Gray in g of 
labor’s portrait in man y parts of the lan d , told 
this n ewsman the other d ay d u rin g a d iscu ssion 


of the Atlan ta fire fighters' "operation resign a­ 
tion ” : 
“Ou r labor mov emen t, soon er or later, will 
hav e to face this ‘n othin g sacred ’ d ev elopmen t 
head -on or this n ation will become an other cha­ 
otic Fran ce or Italy . Power will be cu t off for 
a d ay or two; all train s will stop across the 
n ation ; n ation al tran sit of all sorts will be im­ 
mobilized in hit-an d -ru n strik es. 
• “ Whole cities may simply stan d still. J u s t 
look at the 24-hou r or 48 -hou r stoppage tech­ 
n iqu es bein g u sed ov er there.” 
Hiis labor man — perhaps “statesman " wou ld 
be a better work — is n ot "soft." He thin k s 
mu ch of his mov emen t’s image. He sees t he 
pu blic’s becomin g d isgu sted an d then lou d ly d e­ 
man d in g tru ly cripplin g labor laws. 


HE PLACES THE BLAME on “the poli­ 
tician s" — the may ors an d gov ern ors who go 
•lon g, n ot n ecessarily with the n ation al labor 
mov emen t, bu t with the in d iv id u al pressu re 
grou ps whipped u p by local u n ion s. 
The "politicos", said he, cater to the locals 
in fear of losin g v otes. If these au thorities wou ld 
stan d their grou n d , they ’d fin d themselv es get­ 
tin g the cooperation of most n ation al labor 
lead ers. 


"The city fathers an d the gov ern ors had bet­ 
ter mak e a stan d ,” said he "or the militan ts 
will d riv e off u s mod erates. Then , on e morn in g, 
thfr’U awak en an d fin d ev ery thin g stan d in g 
stiU.

Un fortu n ately , there are too man y in stan ces 
where wealthy men with little to offer by way 
of qu alification s for the office hav e en tered 
politics an d hav e won campaign s again st op­ 
pon en ts more qu alified bu t less fortu n ate on 
the fin an cial sid e. 
To s» ek political office n owad ay s is risk y for 
person s withou t an in herited in come or accu mu ­ 
lated wealth of their own . If an in d iv id u al be­ 
comes a can d id ate for the Un ited States Sen ate, 
for ex ample, an d is elected he has to giv e u p 
his bu sin ess. If he happen s to be d efeated at 
the en l of a six -y ear term, he has to start 
all ov er again . 
Sometimes he can get back to his old occu ­ 
pation or profession , bu t in man y in stan ces 
this is n ot feasible. That’s why man y sen ators 
striv e ha~d to remain in office lon g en ou gh to 
earn a good retiremen t pay . 
Man y of the men in pu blic office tod ay a rt 
lawy ers, an d they u su ally retain some k in d 
of con n ection with their law firms so that they 
may resu me their activ ities when they go back 
to priv ate life. 


THE CALIFORNIA PRIMARY resu lts may 
prov e prophetic. II a u n ited Repu blican party 
emerges in the state, an d the bittern ess of the 
19 6 4 campaign can be su persed ed by co-opera­ 
tion amcn g the faction s, Californ ia cou ld be­ 
come a stron g Repu blican state.

In fact, there are man y 
cases where the can d id ate who say s less than 
his oppon en t on specific issu es an d stick s to 
gen eral prin ciples tu rn s ou t to be the v ictor— 
v ery largely becau se of a win n in g person ality .

Bladder Inflammation Has Various Causes 


Q — I have a chronic inflam­ 
mation of the bladder. What 
causes it? I get relief by tak­ 
ing Mandelamine, but what 1 
want is a cure. 
A — Cy stitis is caused by a

If 
the condition is chronic there is 
no simple treatm ent since dif­ 
ferent causative germs req uire 
different drugs. Sulfa drugs and 
nalidixic acid will often elimin­ 
ate the cause. 
Q — For a urinary discom­ 
fort my doctor prescribed Man­ 
delamine. When it failed to give 
sufficient relief he gave m e Fu- 
radantin. How do these drugs 
act? 
A — Both are urinary anti­ 
septics. They kill some but not 
ill ty pes of germs that cause 
cy stitis. 
Q 
I have been to several 
doctors for my cy stitis. 
Each 
ane tries a different treatm ent. 
Dne say s there is no cure. Is 
this true? Can an emotional up- 
let or phy sical weakness cause 
cy stitis? 
A — Cure is often difficult 
and may req uire a period of 
hospitalization under a urologist 
who will determine what germ 
Is causing 
y our 
trouble 
and 
what other factors are contrib­ 
uting to its chronicity . Emotion­ 
al upsets may cause an in- 
created freq uency of urination 
but will not cause a true cy s­ 
titis and neither will phy sical 
weakness. 
Q — What foods should be 
avoided by a person with albu­ 
min in the urine due to neph­ 
ritis? Is there any drug 
would be helpful? 
A — Protiens must be avoid­ 
ed during the acute stage of 
nephritis, but as soon as this 
stage is over and there is a 
free passage of urine and a re­ 
turn 
of 
the 
appetite 
liberal 
amounts of protein should be 
given to overcome the protein 
deficiency that developed ear­ 
lier in the course of the dis­ 
ease. You should get a balanc­ 
ed diet, but it is wise to cut 
down on y our intake of salt. A 
strict attempt to eliminate so­ 
dium from y our diet, however, 
is not necessary . 
There is no drug that is giv­ 
en specifically to free the urine 
of albumin. Drugs are given to 
combat 
whatever caused the 
nephritis. 


Q — My doctor is giving me 
nicotinic acid for poor circula­ 
tion in my feet. Will this cor­ 
rect the trouble or just relieve 
it? Are there any bad side ef­ 
fects? 
A — Nicotinic acid helps to 
dilate the small arteries in y our 
extremities. Large doses of this 
vitamin can be taken with safe­ 
ty-

89 Dead As Storm 
Lashes Hong Kong 


HONG KONG (AP) - At 
least 8 9 persona were feared 
dead in hie wake of a torren­ 
tial storm Sunday that set off 
mud and rock slides throughout 
the hilly island colony . 
Three thousand rescue work­ 
ers have recovered 51 bodies 
from the debris. Search head­ 
quarters said 16 more were bur­ 
ied and presumed dead, and 
another 22 missing and feared 
lost. 
Police, firemen and troops 
searched valley s filled with mud 
and rocks by the 14-inch deluge 
that lashed Hong Kong for 15 
hours. 
Bulldozers, heavy trucks and 
tractors were called in to clear 
shattered cars and other debris 
from main intersections and 
streets, but traffic was blocked 
throughout much of the island.

gains and total losses must be 
approaching a point of balance. 
They regard this as an impor­ 
tant measure of progress be­ 
cause a critical point In the war, 
from the administration view, la 
expected to be reached when 
Viet Cong and North Vietnam­ 
ese losses exceed their Infiltra­ 
tion and recruitment rate. 
Johnson administration lead 
•rs have hoped that such a point 
might be reached early next 
y ear. Some now wonder wheth­ 
er It may develop more rapidly , 
depending on both military ant 
political developments la South 
Viet Nam.

hundred 
fighters were In virtual hand-to- 
hand combat today against a 20. 
000-acre brush and pine fire 
which threatened the bathing 
area of the nearly extinct Cali­ 
fornia condors in Los Padres 
National Forest. 
“It is strictly a hand-to-hand 
show,*’ said U.S. Forest Service 
officer Ray Dalton. “There are 
steep bluffs, big cany ons. The 
wind is coming from the east 
which makes it dangerous. 
Towering clouds of smoke 
cast an orange-tinted pall over 
the seaside resort town of Santa 
Barbara, about 35 miles to the 
south. 
Five hundred expert Indian 
fire fighters arrived on the lines 
through the night, airlifted from 
Arizona and New Mexico. Other 
fire fighters moved to from all 
over California by bua and 
plane. 
Eight aircraft, which dropped 
fire retardant solution on the 
blaze Sunday were to be pressed 
into service again. 
Helicopters airlifted fire fight­ 
ers into the inferno area which 
is nearly without roads. 
A light plane crash touched 
off the blaze Saturday . So re­ 
mote was the crash scene, the 
spreading fire was not visible 
from a Forest Service watch- 
tower until Sunday morning.
